This beautiful and valuable chasuble is very similar 
to one exhibited at the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
S. Kensington (no. 665-1896). The orphreys on back 
and front are embroidered in coloured silks and silver- 
gilt thread on linen, appliqué; on the back is repre- 
sented the Crucifixion with two angels holding chalices 
beneath the wounds of Our Lord, below are St. 
Barnabas and St. James the Greater, both within 
niches, St. James being repeated, above two other 
saints, on the front. The repeating design is composed 
of seraphs, and the chasuble is also decorated with 
embroidered fleurs-de-lis, ete. It has been edged with 
modern braid and the sides in front repaired by the 
insertion of two pieces of velvet, but otherwise is in 
splendid preservation, both as regards condition and 
colour, having evidently been carefully kept.
